Saudis lend 
JD 12.5m 


AMMAN (Star) - The Saudi Fund for Develop- 
ment will lend Jordan a total of JD 1 2.5 million 
under two loan agreements signed here on Wed- 
nesday. The first loan, for 1 10 million Saudi riynls 
(about JD 11.18 million), is to finance the Aqaba 
ilicrninl power station project of the Jordan Elec- 
tricity Authority. The second one. for SR 1 3 mill- 
ion (JD 1.32 million), is lor the southern Gltnrs 
irrigation project. 

The agreements were signed by Saudi Fund 
Chairman Mohammad Al-Sugair and National 
Planning Council President Hanna Odell. 

The JD 106 million power station project en- 
tails construction of two I JO-M W steam genera- 
tors to be cooled by seawater, and a 1 32-kV trans- 
mission line to Amman. The Ghors project, es- 
timated at JD 2.9 million, will extend drip irriga- 
tion to 5 1 0 hectares of land in the southern Jordan 
Valley. 
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BERLIN (AP) - Rudolf Hess, the lnsl Im- 
prisoned louder of Nazi Germany and former 
deputy to Adolf Hit ler, never mentioned t lie 
controversial Hitler diaries during countless 
hours of discussions about the Fuehrer, the 
author of a book about Elcss said on Tues- 
day. 

Hess said Hitler was ‘“sehrelhfaul" 
(writing-lazy) nnd rarely wrote anything 
down, preferring to dictate, said Eugene K. 
Bird, the former American Director of the 
Spunduu prison in Berlin where Hess has 
been Imprisoned nearly 36 years. 

Bird, the author of “Prisoner No. 7," 
spoke to the Associated Press In a telephone 
interview on Tuesday, which was Hess's 
89th birthday. 

Hess, who Is reportedly In falling health, 
is the last living leader of Nazi Germany. All 
of his comrades arc dead of free or were never 
found. 

Hess received a one-hour birthday visit In 
prison on Tuesday from Ills son, Wolf- 
Ruediger Hess. 

“He Is pretty well considering the cir- 
cumstances and his age/* theyounger Hess 
told photographers as he climbed into a 
Waiting car outside Spandau prison after the 
visit. 

He did not say if the two had discussed 
the Hitler diaries that the West German 
magazine ‘ 1 Stern * * and t he Sunday Times of 
London began publishing this week. 

Stern said Hess had known about the 
diaries, and that he could verify that they 
were real.

Whether Hess would be allowed to look 
at thedlarl cs seemed unlikely. All fourallled 
powers who continue togovern Spandau and 
Its one prlsoner-the United States, France 
and the Soviet Union — would have to agree. 

Sgt. Frank Jones, a spokesman for the 
US Military Command In Berlin, said no- 
thing was done out of the ordinary at 
Spandau for Hess on. his birthday. 

Hess is guarded on a rotating business by 
officers from all four allied powers, and the 
Americans are In charge this month. 

"It’s Just another day for him too,” 
Jones said. 


Jones said he did not know If Hess had 
been informed of the publication of parts of 
tlieallegedHItlerdlarles, whose authenticity 
is being debated by historians. 

But Bird said Hess reads the papers and, 
“You bet he has been told/ 1 

“I haven't heard what his reaction Is, but 
1 would imagine he would say It is absolute 
nonsense/’ said Bird, who himself doubts 
that the diaries are real. 

“Hess said Hitler wrote little notes to 
himself, but he never mentioned a diary,” 
said Bird, who was American director oHhe 
prison from 1964 to 1972. 

“1 talked to hhn for countless hours 
about Hitler. I asked him todescrlbe Hitler, 
to tell me how he acted, how he spoke. Hess 
even Imitated Ills (Hitlers) walk. 

"Hess said to me, Hitler was schrelb- 
faul, but when It came to dictating he could 
outdo them all. 

“Hitler had dictated mein kampf to him 
and Hess typed tt with two fingers on an old 
typewriter while they were both In prison,” 
Bird said. 

Stern, which ran Its first excerpts on 
Monday, said It found the diaries after two 
and a half years of following lead. 

Among th£ revelations said to be In the 
diaries are that Hitler knew about Hess’s 
doomed flight to England on lOMay 1941, In 
what Hess has said was his own personal 
attempt to negotiate peace with the British. 

Hess parachuted out over Scotland, was 
taken prisoner by the British and after the 
war tried at Nuremberg,.

AMMAN — The Iordan- Inter- 
national Electrical and Electro- 
nic Engineering Conference for 
1983 (J I EC-83) was held at the 
University of Jordan from April 
25-28. under the patronage of His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan. 

The Jl EC-83 hnd the joint sponsor- 
ship of the University of Jordan and 
the Jordan Engineers' Association. 
However, the many nspecis involved 
in organizing such an international 
conference "prompted ns to seek the 
sup purl of other concerned organiza- 
tions," viid Dr. Mohammad Moqousi 
of the University's electrical engineer- 
ing depart mem,. ind vice -dean, Faculty 
of Engineering; conference chairman 


"And the response was quite satisfac- 
tory. In turn, it was with pleasure that 
we acknowledged the contributions or 
these organizations." 

J I EC-83 was Jordan's first techni- 
cal electrical engineering conference. 
“Due to various considerations, it was 
decided to hold a conference catering 
to general disciplines within electrical 
engineering," Dr. Maqousi said. 
"However, the programme has 
achieved a good amount of coherency 
among the specialized sessions in these 
disciplines." 

The organizers of the conference 
wanted to attract wide international 
participation, and there was a pro- 
nounced response from “a score or 
mare" countries of the Arab world and 
the wider international community. 

"Since the preliminary stages ol 
planning, we n lined ol holding a tech- 


nical conference which would permit 
the meeting and interaction of some 
serious research efforts from Jordan 
and the international community r’ Dr. 
Maqousi said. The technical papers 
contained in a published volume of 
proceedings "constitute a true tes- 
timony to the extent of success 
achieved in this regard." 

Session papers were selected on the 
basis of review, comments and recom- 
mendations supplied by specialized 
technical reviewers. The spectrum of 
these papers “offered an interesting 
variety or technical topics which are of 
current research and development 
interests," Dr. Maqousi said. "In addi- 
tion, (he programme contained a num- 
ber of invited papers, covering the dif- 
ferent realms of the conference.'' 

The majority of papers referred 
specifically to communications techn- 


ology. Their contents covered a wide 
and diversified range of topics In signal 
and system characterisation, transmis- 
sion schemes, circuits and filters. In 
addition, there were invited papers in 
the areas of digital signal, processing, 
digital image transmission, speech 
transmission in telephony applications 
and sampling theory. 

Papers in power systems tended to 
emphasize certain aspects or high- 
voltage transmission, and the applica- 
tion of computers in power engineer- 
ing, in general. An invited paper high- 
lighted some of the recent advances in 
this held. 

"Turning to computer applications,

France, US clash 
over meaning of 
monetary pact 


WASHINGTON(AP) — US President 
Ronald Reagan's administration says it 
will slick to its guns and intervene only 
rarely in foreign exchange markets. But 
French Treasury Secretary Jacques 
Delnrs said Inst Saturday that the US 
had agreed to co-ordinate Intervention 
with its allies. 

That’s different i 'rum just having the 
central hanks telephone one another, 
he commented.

AMMAN — A decision on the contractor for Ihe first 
major construction job in the Urban Development 
Department's (UDD’s) new areas scheme will be made 
within two weeks. 

The Star learned that 1 3 loc.il and inter, intia uni companies 
had bought the tender documents for the contract -> for infras- 
tructure and public- use buildings in Murk.) - out of 1 7 who had 
originally been prequulificd to bid Tor all the new area jobs. Two 
other new areas are planned, in North Kuseifannd Quwelsnich. 

Mr. Rood Fttnek. a consultant working with the UDI). told 
The Star that the department had submitted its recommendation 
to the Prime Ministry and it was now under consideration. The 
next job to he tendered will be the North Kuseifn site, lie said. So 
fur nine of the prcqunlificd companies have bought (lie tender 
documents for that contract, on which the closing dale is 21 
May. They include one Arab and one Jordanian firm each of 
which was allowed to bid for one contract only. 

All three new-arcu contracts were originally tendered in one 
block. The tendering process was nearly complete when it was 
suspended in mid-1982 by q decision to redesign the homes nnd 
circulation network. 

The three jobs were then divided so that construction could 
start on part of the scheme before all the design work was. 
finished. Mr. Fanek said that the Quwehmcli area was still in 
design and that contract would not lie awarded for unoiher six 
months. Contractors had to submit new tenders after the rede- 
sign. 

The prequalificdtion list included construction companies 
from Jordan, India. West Germany. South Korea. Kuwuil. Tur- 
key, France. Greece. China, the Philippines. Yugoslavia and the 
UAE. 

Three other contracts under the UDD project were not 
a Reeled by the redesign. They comprised upgrading of services 
in existing squatter residential areas, and arc being performed by 
Jordanian contractors. 

The overall UDD programme is estimated to cost $56.3 mill- 
ion, ofwhich $2 1 million isbeingsupplied by the World Bank.

Dam plan will uproot homes

KAND Y SRI LANKA IONS) - The wisdom 
of a huge Sri Lankan aid project Is being 
questioned after disclosure that It will mean 
uprooting 45,000 people and might even 
bankrupt the national economy. 

The plan includes the damming of the 
Mahawell river, thus flooding thousands of 
homes around the ancient city of Kandy. 

Known locally as “Victoria’s victims," 
after the name of the dam , the people affec- 
ted were not consulted before the project 
began in 1980 and have no right of appeal. 

Most ramifies are receiving only 3,000 
rupees (about S140) compensation and are 
being resettlcdon’newland ,, 60milesaway. 
The new land Is mostly jungle which the 
victims themselves are expected tohelp clear 
and turn into fields. 

In all, six towns, 123 villages and 14 
Buddhist temples are to be flooded by a 
9,000-acre reservoir. The largest town, 
Teldeniya, Is home to 10,000 people and has 
over 2,000 years of history. 

The dam Is part of- a S2,70Q million 
development scheme, the Accelerated 
Mahawell Programme, and observers have 
pointed to serious deficiencies that threaten 
the Sri Lankan economy. In all there wifi be 
three huge dams within 40 miles of each other 
to triple the country's electric power, pro- 
vide irrigation for 340,000 acres or land, 
resettle 1,500,000 people, a tenth ofthe 
population, create new jobs and increase 
food output. 

it was expected to cost $900 million 
when launched In 1977. Some S600 million 
was pledged in foreign aid by Britain, 
Sweden, West Germany , J span and Canada . 
Since then costs have tripled and Instead of 
finding $300 million from its own resources, 
the Sri Lankan Government now had to find 


$ 2,100 million-- the equivalent of three 
years' export earnings. 

It Is doing this by cutting subsidies to the 
poorest, borrowing from abroad and by 
printing money. Inflation, officially put at 
under 20 per cent, is unofficially over 50 per 
centtthisishavIngdireefTectsonthepoorest 
Sri Lankans that the Mahawell programmed 
supposed to help. 

A Sri Lankan lawyer, Gaminl Irlyagolle, 
said a “gross injustice** was being done to 
the people being flooded out of their homes 
by the victoria dam. Irlyagolle, who lias 
made a detailed study of the Mahawell pro- 
ject, said thatalihoughthe Government was 
wit hin its rights In displacing Lhe people, the 
dam could have been built In a way that 
would have disturbed far smaller numbers. 

irlyagolle said three height options were 
considered and the decision was taken togo 
for a very high dam, some 400 feet, to 
generate the maximum amount of electri- 
city. Indeed, the Victoria Dam will double 
ihcnmountorelectricUy that thecountry has 
available. 

“Had the dam been built to a lower 
height, Teldeniya and many of the other 
towns and villages would not have been 
flooded,*' Irlyagolle said. “Electricltycame 
before people's homes.**

firms involved In the project • chiefly the 
consultants. Sir Alexander Gibb Bnd 
Partners; Ihedam contractors, a consortium 
heuded by Balfour Beatty Nuttall; and the 
builders of the power station, Costaln 
International.

Camp David: Under pressure because of Israel 's iii vasion of Lebanon 
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WHILE THE 1RAQI-IRANIAN war rages on, 
wasting thousands of Innocent lives on both 
sides, a resource that. Is essential to the 
survival of millions of humans Is also th- 
reatened. The new victim Is the Arabian Gulf, 
which for the last four months has been under 
the threat of one of the largest oil slicks ever 
known. The slick, which resulted partly from 
the Iraqi bombing of an Iranian oll-fleld, has 
been heading towurds the western and sou- 
thern shores of the Gulf states, destroying 
marine lire and Inflicting irreparable da- 
mage on Gulf shores and waters. 

Although previous efforts on the part of 
the Arab and Islamic nations, to stop the 
fighting on the Eastern front have failed 
miserably due to the lrairs Intransigence, 
there should be a new intermit tonal drive to 
end (lie war and efforts to cap the spilling oil 
wells. There has to be a global effort to clear 
(he Gulf of oil pollution In order to restore 
(iiiu'iite life. If this action Is not taken soon, 
the whole world will suffer because of this 
meaningless war. 

rrom time Immemorial the Arabian Gulf 
has been the only life-supporting means for 
the Inhabitants of the area. It was Gulf oll that 


transferred primitive existence In the region 
during the 1950s, Into modern life and made 
the Industrial world depend heavily on It. 
But ns the oil slick continues to spread |( ] s 
threatening the traffic of oil tankers in the 
Gulf and will probably isolate other oil wells 
and loading harbours. The slick has already 
caused a number or water desalination 
stations to stop operating thus creating 
shortage In fresh water supplies In the UAE 
and Bahrain. 

Even.lf world efforts, especially Arab and 
Islamic ones, succeed now lit stopping the 
three-year-old %var, It will require billions of 
dollars to clean the waters and shores of the 
Gulf, restore balance to marine life ami, most 
Importantly, achieve peace and hannoii) 
among all the countries who share the region. 

It Is obvious that whoever wins theGulfjvar 
will have driven his country's economy, and 
that of the neighbouring countries, Into 
chaos because of the damage Inflicted (o the 
Gulf.

And 
such an occasion usually drives people, 
especially Palestinians, nostalgic. Gone 
are the days when all Jerusalem, if not 
the whole Palestinian nation, cele- 
brated the festivities of Easter week as a 
really national day. First came the cer- 
emonial procession down the Mount 
of Olives into the City of Jerusalem on 
Palm Sunday celebrating (he entry of 
Christ into the Holy City in prepara- 
tion Tor his trial and crucificalion of 
course according to Christian belief. 
Crowds of people from different loyal- 
ties would line the toad the procession 
took with a lot of curiosity and .sympa- 
thy that added to the popuhiriiy of the 
day.

DRIVING A CAR in Amman could be an ex- 
perience that a visitor to this country will never 
forget, that is, il'hemunagestoescapeunhurt. 
One of Jordan’s world records is its highest 
number of fatal accidents in the world for three 
years in a row. The reason officials soy is the rate 
at which the city of Amman expanded in the last 
decade. They claim that the number of vehicles 
tripled, which means more drivers on the roads, 
while the roads themselves remained un- 
changed. Also, while the city has grown 
enormously in the last seven years, its infras- 
tructure did not change much. 

For Instance, downtown is still the beating 
heart ofthecity. If a citizen wanted to pure hasea 
sparepart for his car, reasonably cheap clot hi ng , 
a camera, go tocourt, go to the movies, repair his 
watch or even reach the other side oft he city, he 
has to pass through downtown Amman. The 
areals stillas it was in thelast 20yenrsorsoandit 
will take you sometime to gel through theiraffic 
jams and finish your business on time. 

But that is not a Justifiable reason for the 
hundreds oftrafflcvlolationsthat occurdallyin 
and around the city, sometimes under the eyes 
and noses of traffic police. Traffic lights arc Ig- 
nored by impatient drlvefs and no rules are ob- 
served when approaching a roundabout . All you 
need Is guts to-zoom in or out before the other 
driver, if your judgement was wrong. . .then you 
have an accident. The only rule Is chance and 
luck. And Itisastrangeruletofoliowlnamodern 
city of million Inhabitants such as Amman. 


What Is more worrying is that people tend to 
accept the way things are and rarely complain or 
protest. Cases of accidents, where no one Is In- 
jured, are usually settled between t hedrlvers and 
not by police or Insurance companies. People 
Just don’t have the time to go to court. 

A taxi driver told me recently that if he hits a 
pedestrian he prays that the victim dies. He ex- 
plains that it Is much cheaper and easier for him 
to pay court's due and a nominal price for the 
family ofthedeceasedthantospend hundreds of 
dinars on hospital bills and compensations to the 
injured. That driver has killed three peopleln his 
30yearsofdriving. It isashocking statement and 
fact. 

On the other hand, even when the 
government decides to do something about 
organising traffic in Amman so the number of 
violations and accidents is decreased, new 
problems emerge that arc worse than t liconcs we 
hud in the beginning. For instance, think howthe 
traffic would flow if the new traffic lights, which 
were put all over the Third Circle, were used . Very 
confusing for sure. Nowhere in t lie world can one 
find truffle lights being used at circles. Doing 
this, like we have Just done In Amman, will only 
aggravate the problem. 

This high number of fatal accidents in Jordan 
isonc record we do not want to hold, not even for 
one year. It is too costly to keep because we are 
paying for it in human lives,

Museum traces split in Impressionism

THE PRIEURE museum at Snlnt- 
Germaln-en-Layc, tothe west ofParls, 
Is at present producing anexhibltionofa 
rare kind: its aimlstoenablethegeneral 
public to rediscover the works (about 
one hundred) and the documents of 
those who were the protagonists (al- 
most against their wlll)ofthe splintering 
of Impressionism. 

This division started with an event which 
was a red-letter day In the history of art, 

In 1 889 , near the Champ-de-Mars, where 
the Universal Exhibition wascelcbralingthc 


first centenary of the French Revolution, n 
little cafe showed the works of eight painters 
who hadn't been lucky enough to be ad- 
min eel to the official Inner circle. 

And in fact Vulponl, the cafe owner, 
allowed them to exhibit only because the 
mirrors which were to decorate the walls of 
his establishment were not delivered In time 
for the opening of the caTe. 

This group of painters included Gauguin, 
Monfried, Emile Bernard, Anquetln. De- 
ciding to break ofT, once and for ail, from the 
movement which had borne them, these 
eight friends called their group "Impressi- 
lonlsl and synthctlst". 

A new era was begun, a few months later, 
after the appearance of the "manifesto of

symbolism” published bv the poet Jean 
Mureas. These ilnnovators criticized the 
parent Impressionists for having sought the 
single moment and non-permanent aspect of 
reality, which research, they claimed, hod 
led to the totul elimination of form nnd a 
certain “kcy-stabHi'^atlon” of plctural art. 

Cezanne, too, proposed to restitute 
form, by synthetislng It, to recover Tor It the 
place It had more or less lost. Others, on the 
other hand, went right to the limits of the 
possibilities offered by Impressionism. 

The organizer of this exciting exhibition , 
Jeannine Warned, comments that (he great 
ambition on both sides of the cleavage was 
the desire to “move 011 Trom analysis to 
synthesis". Some tried to do this by in- 
dividualizing forms ai\d objects, by elimi- 
nating all "dirty mixtures" tas PautSignace 
called them) by the exclusive use of pure 
colours w hich In fact are '"mixed" ’ by the-eyc 
111 order to obtain the maximum luminosity. 

Ollier painters chose the method or se- 
parating pure colours hy flni tints. Olliers, 
again, took their inspiration frinn Jupane.sc 
' drawing or the composition of the Gothic 
stained-glass window. In ihe group ofneo- 
Impircsshniisi.s, Seurat soon became a leader 
hut uiiforlunntely died In 1891 m tlicvounu 
age of J 2 . 

I fen rl- Edmond Delacroix, Maxi milieu 
Luce and Henri MuLissc in turn con verted l o 
Signac's "dlvlslonnisin". At Pon.t-Aven, 
-Ciuliguln formed his -own group, lor whom 
the pi aural process gave way to the .su- 
premacy of I lie Idea. The junction between 
the Pom-Avcn group and (hat of the 
"nabis" was finally achieved hy Maurice 
Denis, painLer and writer <1870 to 1943 ).

According to l)r. Sand the major 
psychiatric illnesses have. In fuel, a fairly 
constant universal incidence hut vdtli neu- 
rotic illnesses there are noliceuble diller- 
ericcs tietween national and cultural groups. 

these supposedly minor neurotic di- 
sorders actually cause a great deal of stress 
to the patient and Ids family and mini result 
in what Is known as “psychiatric 
morbidity” i.e. loss of work us a result of 
psychiatric Illness. 

Dr. Saad says one of Lhe main causes of 
psychiatric morbidity in developing coun- 
tries such as Jurdan is the rupld rate ofln- 
du si rial! /.at ion und the social dislocation 
that govs with it. 

When a man lives in u village, amongst 
his relatives, he is part of a defined entity. 
When he conies to the city seeking work In a 
new industry he becomes detuched anil 
Isolated. 

He lias to find suitable accommodation, 
to cater for himself, to deal with often 
inadequate public transport. The facilities 
that should be available for these people are 


Psychiatry, he continues, is becoming 
heller established In Jordan, when he first 
.started practising in l</7(> most of Ills pa- 
tients were referred to him by other dodors, 
or members of the family, whereas now 
probably nunc than 50 percent of the pa- 
tients came or their own accord. Dr. Saad 
considers these sell- referrals u great Im- 
provement bectui.se it shows that people are 
more aware of I he need for psychiatric help. 

Also the type of problems (hat lie see 
now, arc different from the previous pro- 
blems. in J y 7 (I lie used to see only patients 
suffering from severe disturbances whereas 
now, most of the patients lie sees have 
milder problems. Again this Indicates the 
increasing awareness that people have 
developed of psychiatric treatment.

Two experimental trials 
arc going on in which midwives are given new 
tasks. Both arc aimed at giving greater help to 
y li ling families and reducing Lhe high infuni mor- 
tality rate.
